% chief object In preparing this brief sketch hae been to 
further honor and better keep alive the meaory of my maternal 
grandfather I John Sleanone Stevenson i and also of certain 
others of our belomd dead, by recording something of their in 
the main not uncooBson lives, and showinf: our kinship to thea 
and to others, and thus strengthening these ties of kinship. 

A further object has been to possibly incite certain of their 
desce dants to lead lives wortby of, and even worthier than, the 
worthiest of their ancestors, and to avoid the errors and weak- 
nesses of ot^iers of their anoestorsi for it has been quite conclu* 
sively proven, and aaon^ others by Bli^hop Hendrix in an article 
concerning the fajoous Arnold of Hugby, that "ihe lonr:er the 
World lives the laore it is governed by the dead rather than the 
livinp." 

In Balfour*s •Life of Robert Louis Stevenson,* it is said, 
**When any one has been dead for a hundred years, it is seldom 
thatjany thing ia remembered o: him but his name and his occu* 
patljbn; he has become no more th&n a link in a pedigree.** 

Whilst many I refor to in this sketch prove the truth of the 
above, it is to be hoped that many of the ot era may hereby and 
otherwise be kept from beoominR mere **links in a pedigree," 
and that those who may possibly hereafter write more fully con- 
oeming them may be substantially assisted by the outline here 
given. 

The average American has until recently, for perhiH)s nat- 
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ural reasonsi been More interested In haying a written history or 
abstract of the title to hla lands than similar data ooncemlng 
his anoestry. 

As one's ancestors increase so rapidly ^ namely at first twot 
the father and mother, and then four, the two sets of grand- 
parents, and then eight and so on, I hare for this and other rea- 
sons not attempted to trace any line as far back as *Adam. the 
gardener,* nor to enlarge any family tree enou^ to include *a 
branch with a man hanging on it.* 

Host of the chains of ancestry indicated herein hare nsTor 
before been printed. It is to be hoped that by thus printing 
them they may be preesryed, and that it will giye pleasure and 
profit to many to thus make some new and interesting aoquaintanoee 
among the worthy dead, and to diecoTer new relatlTss among the 
liTing, and to more clearly define other relationships which 
hitherto haye been more or less Taguei and that all of the aboTe 
and even more may be accoB4>li8hed without instilling what is 
commonly known as *mere pride of anceetry.* 

Rather let us try to be worthy ancestors ourselTes, and 
seek to win the oommendation not only of those who may follow 
us, but also, if it is possible, of those who hare preceded us* 

It is worthy of notice that the first member of ssTcral of 
the families set out herein to settle in America bears the name 
of Sfiumiel.

religlous liberty and financial wealthi there emigrated from the 
North of Ireland to AMerloa, Samuel Stevenson (let) and hie 
three eone: Samuel (2nd)9 Jamee and Joseph. 

Samuel (let) wae bom in Scotland about 1675, and like 
many other Scotchmen had removed from there to the North of 
Ireland I where his son Samuel (2nd) was born about 1701. 

Samuel (1st) and his three sons upon their arrival in America 
about 1716 settled near Snow Hill^ Uaryland, in that part of 
Somerset County now known as Worcester County | and at oncw 
secured a patent for and settled Mpon a large tract of land on 
the easterly side of the Pooomoke River^ about three milee below 
Snow Hill. This river, of deep channel and dark brown water and 
cypress lined shoree, and thus much like the rivers of Sloridag 
was explored by Captain John Smith when he settled Janes town^ 
Virginia, in 1607. 

Snow Hill 9 so named after a section of London i was by 
statute in 1686 ordered to be laid out, etc*, ojid at that time 
wae perhaps the chief settlement in this most southerly coiinty 
of t:he Bastern Shore of Maryland, an which county is bounded 
on the east by the Atlantic Ocean, on the west by the Chesapeake 
Bay, on the north by the State of Delaware, and on the south by 
the two counties constituting the M?i.stem Shore of Virginia. It 
is a level country, of kindly bo 11 and cllnate, attractive views 
of pine woods and water, abounding; in game and fish, and now 
only six hours by rail froza New Yprk City. 

These Stevensons were orthodox Presbyterians and connected 
with the historic churches of that faith In that vicinity. 

These churches, then built of lof^s and known as ••Presby- 
terian Difisentinr Concregatlona,** were the oldest regularly 
organlxed Presbyterian Churches in America, having been founded 
In 1683 by Rev. Prancis Uakemle, "Pounder of the OrcMiiised 
Presbyterian Church in Aasrica.* 

Makemle had been dead but eight years when Samuel Stevenson 
(1st) settled in Mar/land about 1716, and Makemie's famous 
daughter, and only surviving desoendmnti subseq^uently known 
as Itadame Ann Holden, was then living on the Makemie plantation 
about twenty-five miles south of Snow Hill, on Holden •s Creek 
In Accomac County, Virginia, and near the mouth of Pocomoke 
River. She was one of the chief supporters of sev- 
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•ral of th«s« first ohuroh«e tlMiraaboutB founded tqr hor fathor, 
and liTod Boar and regularly attondod tbo Pitte Crook Prooby 
tor Ian Church, in the thon lewor portion of SoMorsot Countgr, 
about ono half alle north of tho Virginia lino. 

Ho Prosbytorian Churoh wao thon olloirod to oxiot in Vir* 
ginia by rirtuo of tho oliproaAoy thoro thin of tbt Protootant 
Spisoopai Churohi thon kno^m ao tho Churoh of Bngland. Tbt 
paator of tho Prosbytorian Churoh of Snow Hill at this tiao 
U716), was Rot. John Haapton, a aan of ominenoo, and fMK>U8 
as boinic ono of thoso to fom at Philadolphia, in 1705, tho 
first Prosbytery in Aaorioa, whioh in 1717 was dirldod into 
throo Prosl^torios, of whioh %iow Hill was ono. Tho ^isoopalians 
of Snow Hill, as appoars by an ontry on thoir churoh minutes, 
had been auoh disturbed Just before this by the "constant abode 
there bf a dissenting minis tor." Vhen Makemie in 1707 presiohod 
in Vow York City, he was arrested and fined about f435 for 
preaching wii^hout havlhg first secured from the Kpiseopal Churoh 
OoTomment there a license to proaoh. 

Siiauel StoTonson (let) and his three sons were farmers, 
then s^led "planters,* which was "a broader Tooatlon in those 
days than at present, and neoessitating not only tho raising of 
things to eat, but the maklnfp of most of the th&ngo to wear." 

In 1729, Saai4el (2nd), son of Samuel (let), mfirried Mary 
Vol eon,, who had emigrated from the jirltish Isles to Bomersst 
Coxmty, -Maryland, about tbo saiM time as her husband. 

James, son of •Samuel (1st), after remaining a few years in 
Somerset County, with his father and two brothers, romoTod to 
Vorth Carolina, where he marrlad and now has many descondiots; 
aaiong the most distinguished ol' whom Is ths Honorable Adlal 1. 
StOTOnson, late Vioe*Presldent of the United States of America. 

Joseph, the other son of Samuel (1st), married and remained 
in 3larjlandt but it seems that his issue was soon exhausted. 

Samuel (find) and Mary Kelson, hie wife, had fiwe children: 
Hugh (1st), bom in 1731j John, bom 1732, died 1819} James 
(1st), bom about 1743} Mary and Hannah, bom in 1793, died 
in 1839. 

Hugh (1st), son of Samuel (8nd), son of Ssmuel (1st), was 
the fathsr of Jonathan, the father of H^h M. , the father of 
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S*"^SJ;* of Poooaoke City, and of his brothar, Hugh 3.. of 
Snow mil. Tho la.t named is stlU actlr. and wa« .sTonty-nlne 

?? T!4**'t,I^; ?? J«bruary 25. 1902. There are .any descendaSS 
or i^nis Hugh list/* 

*o*v •^«^s«»»n 2£ Samuel (2nd), son of Samuid. (ist), was the 
father of John Stevenson, M.D., who was the father ofi (l) 
*^«g«yi who married General Bheneaer Hearaet (2) tfarv. who 
married William Tllghman, and (3) miaabeth K. , who iarrled 
James B. Horsey, M, D. ' 

James (ist), son of Samuel (2nd), son of Samuel (1st), had 
but one son, namely: James (2nd). 

This James (2nd), and Mary, his wife, had eight children: 
one son, Edward, the father of John Sleomons Steyenson, the 
subject of this sketch, and seven daughters: (l) JAary, who 
married James ^rshall; {2) Oatty, who married Jacob Hgglnj 
(3) Bdlth, who married Hobert Stevenson, father of Mary Marlmon 
of Kentucky; (4) Bllzabeth, who me^rried Joseph Stevenson; (5) 
Hancy, who married Isaac Ayers; (b) Sarah, who married Harvey 
Willis, and (7) Catherine, who married James Connor. 

James (2nd) was a fanner, and resided on hie farm, which 
was about four miles from ^^ewtovm, on the Virginia Hoad, opposite 
what was then and now knov/n as the Stephen Hargis farm. It is 
about two miles north of he McMaster School House. He was a 
Jovial man, and active and thrifty, and for many .years had the 
contract for oarryinr the malls In the lower ooun'^les of the 
Bastem Shores of Maryland and Vireinia, 

Bdward, the father of John S. , was bom on his father's farm 
above on Jeb. 14, 1771. He was therefore bom a subject of King 
George III of England, anil the days of his childhood and youth 
were those of the Revolutionary War period and the Presidency 
of Washington. 

Bdward, upon attainin- his majority, opened a store In New- 
town for the sale of general merchandise, and there continued In 
this business and the msnafrement of hie two farms on the suburbs 
of Newtown, until his death there at the age of forty-six years, 
on Sept. 22, 1816. 

His store, during most of this time, was on the corner of 
Market and J»ront Streets, near the Public Square, and adjoining 
the rear of his store, and on i'ront street was the residence built 
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and occupied 1^ hi* for some time prior to and at the tima of 
ni8 death. 

Newtovm wae then a email country Tillage on the Pooomoke 
KlTer, twelTe ailee from Snow Hill and eix mUee from Virginia. 
It was founded In 1670 by Col. Wini^i Stevens, who had bien 
most Instrumental in haying Rer. brands lUkemle sent in 1683 
from Ireland to Maryland, and had a grant from Lord Baltimore 
to take up all the lands from the mouth of the Pocomoke Rlrer 

fSrSriSJ^^redKSn^lSSfcrSg? ^§an«5? i£r^£Ead?HS}^WiVSW8««l- 
yaarsi and who diad at tha aga of fif tysix yaara, on Dae. 23|

Maryland. His tomb records soma of these and other facts* 

The naae given to this sattlexnent in 1670 was Stevens* 
/ Jerry, because of the ferry Stevens then construc\ted across the 
river at t;his i point. 

In 1683 Uakanie built one of his lofr churches at this point 
at about the time he built ainil&r churnhes on t>ia Poco?noke 
River at Snow Hill and Rahoboth. Kaoh of ^.hese three places 
now claims the honor of having bean tha site of Maacemia*s first 
churche 

In 1700 a large tobacco ware-houaa was built n^ar this ferry | 
80 that this settlement for about one hundred years (1670-1770) 
was known by the throe ni'mes of Stevens • J?erry, Meeting House 
Landing and Tobacco Ware-House. 

In 1770 about this^ttlement having increased in numbers 
assumed the naae of Hew Town^ also spelled Ilewtowni and continued 
to have this name for about one hundred years (1770-1878), when 
the name was changed by an act of the Legislature to its present 
natme of Pocomoke City* 

Previous to 1742 the present counties of Worcester and 
Wicomico were included in Somerset County , and the count y«seat 
was at Dividing Creek Bridge, about three miles north of Hew- 
town. In 1742 Snow Hill became the county-seat of Worces .er 
County, and Prinoass Anne the county-seat of Somerset County. 

JSdward Stevenson vas the leading merchant in Nawtown, and 
his residence was the largest and finest one there. Connected 
with it was an extensive garden, a large part of which wajs devoted 
to the cultivation of flowerse This residence is still in a 
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food Stat* of prMtrratlon, and is now oooupled \iy ^aoob >. 
toTonson, ono of ld«ard*s grandsons. 

On April 10, 1799, the year of Washington's death, Bdward, 
at tho ago of twonty-olght years, aarriod Hanoy Wiliiaas, then 
soTonteon years of ago. 

They had soTon ohildron:

Bdward was thrifty and aoassod a oonsidorahle fortune for 
that tiMo and plaoo, and at his death left to eaoh hf his ohild- 
ron a good nano and a substantial estate. Hi was buried in the 
Methodist Bpisoopal ohurohjrard in Howtown, and his grave was 
Marked by a dignified slab which coTered the entire grave, and 
upon which was inscribed siaply his naao and the dates of his 
birth and denth and «ga his age. In June, 1901, his reuaino 
and toMb were reaoTed iio the Presbyterian Ceaetery in Pooenoke 
City. He Was a aan of exoellent parts and generally respected 
and beloved, and especially so by his f aaily and seve]: sisters 
and his niece, Mary Marinen, of Kentucky. The picture of hiM 
inserted in this eketoh is a copy of the origic&l water color 
of hlM now o vned by his great-grandson, Bdward Long f^terenson, 
of Cinoinnati, Ohio. This original pieUire ronained in Bdward *s 
rosidonoo until after the death of nis wife, Hanoy. 

On Teb. 12, 1819, which was throe years after Bdward* s 
death, his Widow, Nancy, oarried David Long (Sd), who was bom 
Deo. 23, 1788, and was six years her junior. 

David (3d) was a handsome aan of Many talents, and was 
Bdward *s cousin, and after leaving his father's farm began 
clerking for Bdward, and at the tlMO of Bdward* s death was his 
chief clerk. Fancy and Br. John Stevenson were Bdward* s exec- 
utors, and David (3d) assisted them in settling Bdward* s estate, 
and suooeeded to hia business in acoordanod with a provision 
to that effect contained in Bdward* s will, 

David (3d) and Banoy had three ohildron: (1) Bdward 
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lhlt«, who was handsom*, popular and of unusual talonts, oducat- 
•d at O«org«town, D.C., and died oarly In life whUa studying 
■adlolna; (2) ViiXiaa Jsff arson, who was twloa narried, and 
lirad in Nswtown as a country gontlsoan on the incona of his 
Inheritad proparty) and (a) Rufus franklin, who diad in infancy. 

David (3d) diad May 4, 1832, at the age of forty- three 
years, and was buried on his father's farm, now known as tbi 
Quinn fam, and adjoining the railroad station at Pocomoke City. 
His grare and that of his son Sdward are also aarked by large 
aarble slabs similar to that of Bdward SteTenson. At the tine 
of the death of Darid (3d) his estate was Talued at forty 
thousand dollars* 

In Murray's History of Poooaoke City it is further said of 
Da-rid Long (3d): "He was a man of even temperament, with an 

'amiable disposition, polite, obliging, and Tery winning in his 
manners, consequently he was very popular^ indeed, he had won 
the respect and evidence of the entire surroundinr; country, 

/ and It would have iseen a futile effort in any one to have sought 
to divide the patronage that went into his store." 

David (3d)*s two brothers, Captain John W. Long and captain 
Henry Long, each had, as appears in Murray's History, interesting 
and unusual careers. Captain John W. was the father of the 
late Rev. John Blxon Long, of eminent and blessed memory. 

These threer brothers and their brother Levi and sister Poll:^ 
(Long) Henderson, were the children of David Long (2nd) and 
Blenora, his vlfe . David (2nd) was a son of Sglomon (1st), who 
was a son of David (let), who. was a son of Samuel Long, the first 
^ ancestor who settled In Anerioa, and concerning whom and other 
' of his descendants further particulars appear elsewhere in this 
■ketch. 

Nancy, the wife of Sdward Stevenson and David Long (3d), 
was bom June 11, 17R2, and her parents were James Viiiiams vlst) 
knd Grace :?leming, his wife, who had nine children as follows, 
three boys and six girls:

(3) Mary, born March 2, 1770.

Oraoo, tho wifo of Jaaoo Williaas (lot), was a daughtor of 
Willioa TloMing (let), and Sarah Cox, of Fairfax County, Virginia, 
who Tof^A eight children, ao follows: Joshua, William (Snd), 
Ttaeaas, Oraoo, Prisoilla, Saiiio, Annie, and Blisaboth. 

This Joshua losing aarriod Sallio Atkinson, who was a 
•istor of John Fontaine Atkinson, nho was the grandfather of 
Sidlio KLisaboth Atkinson, vvho was the wifo of John Lowder 
Hoarno, M.B. 

Priaollli Tloming, Joehua's sieter, Aarriod John Cottinghaa, 
who was tho grandfather of S&rah M. Co tt Ingham, and her sister, 
Annie H. L. , and which sistsra uarrlod tvfo of A:9 sons of John 
S. SteyensoD, as herein-' fter sat out. 

This William Fleming (lat) was a d-33oendant of Colonel 
John 51emln«t, whose wife was, ag set out b<Jlo*t, descended froa 
the fanous tndlan l^rinoess Pocahontas. 

Pocahontas, the daughter of the ronowned Indian Chief 
PoWhatan, was bora in 1594. After she had twice eared the life 
Of Captain John Smith, the founder in 1607 of he Colony at 
Jlteestown, Virginia, she on April 3, 1613, ncirried John Rolfo, 
a distinguished Biyitith officer. 

Ho was bora in ld89 at HsaohMa Hall, Hngland. and was tho 
son of John Bolfo (1st) and Dorothea Mason, hi& wife, whoa ho 
had married on Sept. 24, 1S8S. 

Pocahontas 'vas Rolfo' s second wife, and after her death he 
married again. 

Thomas Bolfo, the only ohilt of John Bolfo (2nd) and Poca- 
hontas, was bora in Virginia in 161S. In 1616 Bolfo took 
Pooahontas and their ohild to Bngland, whore Pooahontas reooiTod 
much attention from King James and his %ueon, and many other 
distinguished people.

Nancy* a brother a, John and Jamaa (2nd), bacaae Inl'luantlal

John had two aons who beoaae prominantt Dr. John Slmaing 
Willlama and Jamaa V. Wiiii«ae. The laat named raaided in 
Hartford County, Uaryland, and waa a member of Congraaa, and 
diaA in 1842. Be proparad in 1830 for two of hla aiatera a por- 
tion of the above outline ahowing their relationahip to Pooahontaai 

Vanoy (ViUiaaa) Stevenaon-Long wua an active and vigoroua 
woman, and in addition to tho auooeaafid management of her largo 
feuBily, devoted much of her time to the cultivation of flowera, 
raiaing of beea, and auper in tending the two farma aha 
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and h«r two huft1>anda omMd near Hawtown. 8h« had an intarastlag 
oolleo.ion of ohina, was boapitabla and fond of sooloty, and in 
bor woUL-aKpointod homo of ton ontortainod aany rolatlToo and 
frlonds. Sho wao aoot oonooiontlouo, a groat BiUio roador, a 
VIuo otooltttog Proobytorian, and oboonrod Oood Friday as a Taot 
Bay. This ouotoa of horo was always kept up by ono of hor 
faithful and aost worthy and distinguishod-looking oolorod 
alayoo, Rot. Handy Long. Whilot popular with grown-up pooplo, 
thoro wao soaA thing about hor whioh oausod many ohildron to 
•tand in awo of hor. Vanoy diod at her reoidonoe in Kowtown on 
May 26, 1849, at the ago of sixty «ono years. She was buried 
beside her sooond husband, Darid Long (3d), on the farm grave- 
yard abo-vo, but her renains were in •Tune, lOOl, reaoTod to the 
Presbyterian Cemntery and re-interred beside those of her first 
hmtbund, Sdward Stevenson, and her name and the dates of her 
birth and death inscribed on the tomb orer his grave. It is 
also planned to soon roaore exsewhero all of the remains now in- 
terred in this fano-graToyard, beln^ a&inly meabers of the Long 
faaUy. 

John SlesoMnB Stevenson, the subjeot of hie sketch, and the 
son of Bdward and ?Tancy, was the foui'th of their sOTon children, 
a-d «rhen Xdward died in 1816, hia fion, John 8., was nine years 
of age. He was educated first at b country school at Maddox*t 
Correr, across the ri-rer, and about thrfco miles from I)ewtown. 
After this he uttonc'od a boi-rding school at Snow Hill, known 

then as "The Acr.r'eny,'' and ^4iil&t there boarded with hie sister, 

I4rs. Wiiixuc v.. MerrUl. 

Bdward ^. , ^ eon of John H., uf cerwards attended this 
Aeademy, and whilst there boarded with the widow of the gifted 
and saintly Inrinc Spence, who wrote a "History of the Presby- 
terian Church." 

Upon leaving the Acadeay at ?nov# Hill, John S. , in aooordanoe 
with a custom then prevailing in Hewtown, and still prevailing 
in many other plaoes, that ^Vfvr:^ boy shoiad leam a trade," went 
to Baltimore, and there l3arned at Saiauel Kirk's the oraft of 

eilvsrsmith, and from there Mfac t tj ITaw York, where he learned 
watchmaking. 

He was now twenty years of age, and upon his return from

Bom :iay 18, 1804. Died Aprll30, 1853.

Harriot Ooro Handy (lingXo) StOYonson was horn May 18, 
1804. Sho was a daughter of Wuiiaa Tinjaa and Sally (Long) 
Tinglo,who llTod, exoopt for a short tiao in Snow HUl, on a 
farm near St. Martin's and about fire niles froa Berlin, Mary- 
land, and there died. Willisa Tingle's will was probated at 
Snow Hill on March 23, 1824, and he and his wife are buried in 
tho Spiscopal Churoh-yard at Snow Hill, 

This branch of the Tingles had, upon theii4«igration from 
the British Isles alkbout the same tiae (1716) as the StOTenaons. 
looated near Berlin, Maryland. The first of the name who settled 
in Aaerioa was Hugh (1st;, who was bom about 1670. His will 
IB dated April 28, 1723, and was probated at SnoW'ill on Aug. 
28, 1733. It contains tho names of these eight children: Hugh

The parents of Bllsabeth Bowdoin were Pierre Baudouin,

John Robins was a son of the famous Colonel Obedience 
Robins and Oraoo O'Boill, who died in 1603. 
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■■thor, the wife of John Robino, wan tho daughter of C 
Wathaniol Llttloton, who died In 1654, and Ann 5?outhoy, who 
died in 1606, and who was a daughter of Lewie and SHaabeth 
Sou they. 

Col. Obedience Boblne, son of Vathaniel Boblne and Mary 
Bulkley, waa born AprU 16, 1600, and aarrled Grace O'HelU In 
1634, and died in 1662. 

Col. Obedience Bobina was one of the meet proainent of the 
early eettlera in Virginia, and was the 7iret Ooamander of the 
B'stem Shore of Virginia, which then consisted of but one 
County, ealled Hortham>ton, in honor of Col. Robins* old home, 
Vorthsaptonshire, ^igland. 

In 1669, the year of the Colonel's death, this County was 
diTided, the upper part being called Ac^ooaao and the lower part 
Vortha]q;>ton. 

The first Court was held in 1638, and the Court records at 
BastTille, the County-seat of Horthfuspten, begin at that datet 
thus nakin^^ thea to be saong "the most ancient, continuous and 
best preserred" Court records in the Ibiited States of Ameriua.

John, son of Caleb, settled in Hannibal, Missouri.

Sally Tingle, daughter of Caleb, married William Coring ton, 
who was the father of Isaac Coring ton, who was the father of 
Hon. George W. Covington, of Snow Hill. 

William Tingle, son of Caleb, was the father of Harriet Gore 
Randy Tingle, the first wife of John Slemmons Stevenson, thus

Maryland, who 
by deed dated Aug. P4, 1733, conreved to John Pinch, a farm then 
known as Pullott* s Choios. on the Manokin Hirer, in Somersst 
County, Maryland, "abore the VMlng Place and in the fork of 
the two branches of the said rirer." 

Mary (Dennis) H^dy Pollitt was at the time (about 1760)

Th«M branohsB of tha Handy and OmbIs faaillea of Soaaraot 
» County, Maryland, hay* arer ainoo thalr emigration to Asorioa 
fro« Mngland, boon uauauaXly proainont and infXuontiaX. and 
o«paoialXy ao in publio affairs, both oiTil and Military. 

John Dtnnis (lat), (1612-1679), the progenitor of this 
branch of the i^nnis family, emigrated from AngXand to Virginia. 
He was the father of Oenaok Dennia (1645-1716); who was a flawyer, 
and liTed at Diriding Creek, when it was the county-seat of Som- 
erset County, Marvland. Bonaok was the father of John Dennis 
(find), (X676-X74X), who was one of tiis Judges of the Prorinoial 
Court of MaxyXand, and the father of John Tsrd), (X704-1766), 
who in 1724 married Mary Puoxell, who died in 1768. 

/ John Bennis (3rd) and Mary Pumell had soTon children, 
among whiMi were Littleton (ist) and Mary (Dennis) Handy Pollitt, ' 
aboTo referred to.

18S1), who was three times married and had twenty-one children, 
among whom were Onited Statea Senator Oeorge B. Dennis and 
State Senators James U. and SamueX K. Dennia. 

Donack Dennis (Xst), the great-grandfather of Mary (Dennis)

As these fire Handy ohildren and fire Pollitt children 
were therefore hulf brothers and sisters, Col. Saauel Handy 
(3rd) was a half brother of Leah (Pollitt) Long, the aother 
of sally (Long) Tir.gle, the mother of BarrMtO.

Zadook Long*! Revolutionary War Record is referred to in

Ore of Zadook*s children was Hon. Edward Long (1806-1865), 
of Princess Anne, Karyland. He graduated at Yalp College in 
1828, and was elected to Congress in 184 6. 

Soloaon Long (2nd) resided at "Trader's Branch," Soaer- 
set County, Uaryland. T^a was a farner and oerchant, who 
lived well and loft a substantial estate. 

Levin Loag, son of Solomon (2nd) roriovad to ^now Hill, 
and he and his two wives, Leah Pollltt and Comfort Chain e, 
are there burled. 

"Levin Long kept up the record of oar tain on as of the 
Long faaily at that tlae for bibulous propen&ltles, was a 
high flyer, and absorbed a large property."

Peter Chaille was Colonel of tha iiret Baetern Uaryland 
Battalion of Infantryj a aeaber of the Convention and Senate, 
and of the Asftociation of freemen of Htirylimd, which isaued a 
proclamation of American Independence, July 26, 1775 (nearly 
ene year prior to July 4, 1776), bearinc his signature with 
lizty others, and among them liobert Dennis, all from Worcester 
and Somerset oountieb. 

Col. Peter ChAille wa» also a deputy chosen to sign and 
ratify the Constitution of the Unitod States at Philadelphia. 

At the request of his father, and in order to perpatuata 
the nnrae of Chaille, Colonel Charles Chaille-Long. in 1869, 
had his name chan, ed. It was originally Charles A, V. Long. 

John S. Stevenson, during his six years (lB27<»1833) resi- 
dence in Snow Hill| and after hi!3 marriage to Harriet G. H. 
Tincla, lived part of ^he time in an attractive houcte, which 
is still standing, on the main street, between and cpposite 
the Presbyterian and ?>piscopal Churches, and subsequently 
occupied by Dr. Siokerson, who Slurried a deuchter of Judj^e 
VilXian Tinrrle, and the rest of tha tine on the David llopkins 
farm, about three miles north of Snor; Hill. 

Three children were bom to John S. und Harriet G. H. 
(T. ) durint; this time in the Snow Hill residence abovst 
Sarah Ann, on April 23, 1628, and Vlisabeth Grace, on September 
3, 1831 J and on the fans above: Edward Williafl2A«hruary 15, 
1830. 

Vhen Bavid Long (3rd), the step-father of John S., died 
in 1838, he left his large mercantile bu&iness at ^Tewtown to 
the care of his wife Nancy. Pinding that she could not properly 
manafre the same alone, she, in the eprlng of 1833, about one 
year after the death of her second hueband, induced her son, 
John 8., to remove from Snow Hill to Newtown, to assist her 
in the management of this business. 
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John 8. , whilst at ■ohool and in Vuainoss in Snow Hill, 
had aado iwny lifo-iong friend, thoro aaong pooplo of gonuiAo 
rofinement and oulturo. H» hooaao particularly intiMto with 
tho Sponoeii, Tinclea, franiains, Duff ialda and Martina, and 
of thOBO, Thoaao A. dponoo, a aan of fli^nonco and rare and 
Aoairaue partt, waa hie aoet intiaato and dear friend, as was 
aleo Saunderi Duff lold, the noted einger, who t«Og,Wltt Ole Bull, 
in the latter'B Aaerftoan tour. He and his'lgFl^Jfcore/gaTlr 
up by thie reaoval this agreeable, social and intellectual 
at«o sphere of the oounty seat. 

Bjtoopt as a paitirie, John S., after he left Snow Hill, 
no longer followed his trade as jeweler and watolaiaker, but 
dtToted himself exclusively tjo the aanageaent of his nother't 
farms a^-d her store for the sale of general Berohandise. 

During the twenty-one years (1833-18 54) John S. lired at 
sewtown, he spent about twelre years in the general aeroantila 
business and nins years in farming and in filling the off loo 
of Post Master. 

He held the position of Poet Master for serenteen years 
(183S-18S0). The Poftt Office during part of the abOTO period 
was in hie store, and during the rest of it in a one^story and 
one«>ro(ai oi'f ice building which stood in the yard of his rssidenos, 
and which site is now again occupied by the Post Office. 

This residence wus on the northeasterly corner of Market 
Street and Clarke Arenue and about one block froa hxo store on 
the northeasterly comer of 7ront and Market Streets, ^o bought 
this residence on May 16, 1837, and sold it on Aaroh 34, 1855, to 
his son-in-law, ay father, the la:e John T^ B. MoMaster, M.D. , 
who on ^y 15, 1851, a&rried Bliisb7:>eth Graoa, a daughter of 
John 8. 

She is still living in this residenoe, which was renodelled 
about 1871. Upon resKiVing froa Snow Hill to Newtown, and 
before purchasing the residenue above, John S. lived for two 
years in a house two doors east of the above residence, so ttAt 
his daughter, Blieubeth Grace, my aother, has thereforebow 
lived iipon substantially this sane spot for the past three 
score years and ten. 

The plot of ground th ninety-seven feet in width throughout 
and two hundred cmd forty-three feet in depth throughout, and 
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•xtends fro« Xarlnt 8tr««t In front to Vino Stroot in tho ro»r. 
It lo part of a largo traot fonaorly known as Oo«l«y. Thoro 
woro uniil latoly, fino troos on and in front of thie proporty, 
and in the rear a largo garden for flower* and Togotabloi, and 
■tables and bam. Adjoining this property on the westerly aide 
and separated froa it by "n alley was until about twenty yearo 
ago a quaint and attraotivo looking old^tiae taTom, which waa 
always well patronised ard oapooially so by the eoldiero 
during the CItII War. After this residenue was reaodelled in 
1871, it was for about the next fifteen years generally regarded 
as the aoBt attraotive residence and ground in this town. 

During a portion of the tiaeJohn B, was in the general 
merchandise buf»ine&s as aboTO, he had as two of his olerks tho 
late Thomas Wise Tt^rgie and the late William J. 3. Clarke. Mr. 
pairgis in 1835 marrlod J^ohn S's sister, Ann Grace, and Ur. 
iClarke subseciuently beoame one of the aosi; prominent and widely 
Jkcnown bu&inesa a«)n in tlia Stu '^e of Ilai'yXand. -^ 

When John 8. and his wife removed from Snow'^ill to Hewtown 
In 1833 they brought with them their three children, Sarah Ann, 
i>ged five years, Bdward W,, ogod three years, fcnd Kiisabeth 
ilraoe, aged eighteen montha. Three otber c}dQ.dren wore bom 
to them in Fevtcwn, n-mely: XJavid Long on Teb. 26, 1834, John 
Henry on Oct. 20, 1835, and Jcjaes Tingle on Jan. 1, 1838. Of 
these six children, uVxee are now living, namely: Bdward W, , 
kged 78 years, Hllzabeth Grace, aged 71 years, and David Long, 
^ed 68 years* Jamca Tirifde died at t-ie are of eight months. 

The ot^er five children married as follows: S&rah Ann to 
James l>avid rturgis, Bdward vr, to Sarah I?artha Cottingham, 
Xliaabeth Grace to John Thomas Bayly HoMaetir, U.D. , David Long 
to Amanda Maria Garrard, and John Henry to Annie Uaria Louis* 
Cottingham, sister of said Sar&h Martha. 

Upon tho death of John S*8 Stot^-er Toncy in 1843 her 
property and that of her two husbands was divided sswng their 
survivinR children, loavinp a fair estate to each. Her will is 
dated April 24, lb 43, a-n' the will of hor firet husband, Bdward 
Stevenson, is dated Kay 30, 1016. They were each probated at 
Snow Hill. Her second husband, David Lone (3rd), left no will. 

About 1852 John S. ran for Congreoa as an Independent 
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"nAg against ih« Xmf Judg« Jolw B. Tritakliiit th* B«guXAr 
Vhlg no«ln««. After am •xoltlng And aotiy* •■■palgn Franklin 
was tl«ot«d. \mt by a aatarially rsduMd Mjority. When John 
8, dsoidad to rua lia suppoaad that hin opponent would bo Judgo 
Stowart. 

About ono yoar af tor this. nuMly on April 90, 1853, 
Harriot 0. H. Tinglo. the first wifo of John 8.^ diod at Vov- 
town at tho ago of 49 yoaro. 8ho was buriod in tho faaily*s 
priTato burial plot botwoon tho Hothodlst l^isoopal Chureh and 
tho BiTor, and hor rooains ond toab and those ot her son Jaaes 
Ty woro thoroaf tor roHOTOd to tho Presbyter Ian Comotory* 

Certain data oonooming hor. and espooially as to her 
interesting anoestry. are set out aboTO, but as a sweet and

It wao 
auggoatod to him that he try to aoeuro tho poaXtion of Oovomor 
of Eanaaa Territory, and to thia and ho aaourod from warioua 
influential frionda faTorablo toatlmoniala, but failed to aoeuro 
tho appointment. Bo then in IboZ aold all his real oatato and

Hkanibal, Mi««ouri, Whmro he already had aaay friends settled 
end suoeeeding in parlous fields, and Miny of i*ho« l»d ooae 
there frea the Sastem Chores of Maryland and Virginia. Hannibal 
was attraotlTOly located on the Mississippi BiTsr and surrounded 
by a rolling oountry on the Missouri side of tbt rirer, and 
1«T«1 land, on the Illinois side of the rirer, and aestly all 
fertile. The oliiMte vas InYigorating and healthful. 



On his first trip to Hannibal ho took with hi« his son David 
L., then 19 years of age, and fire of his sIstos, three adults 
•Q4^t«o ohildren. He left three of his older sla-res in Vewtewi 
sare of his son Bdeard W. 



After he had been in Rkumibal for about a year, naaely, 
on June 8, 1894, he narried VLlsabeth Bunice (Jaaso) SleaHons* 
Oarrard, she being then forty years of age, and he soTon years 
her senior. 

In 1897 X prepared a brief s^etoh of this attraotire and 
interesting woaaa, and here insert a portion of it. 

She was bom on Deo. 86, IBIS, on her father's fans Just

After the death of his first wife, Blisabeth, Dr. Jaaes 
aarried her sister, Charlotte (Henderson) MoMaster, the widow 
ef Jaaes MoMaster, M.D., a brother of said Dr. wuiiaa MoMaster, 
hy whoa she had one child: Saauel Henderson Ker MoMaster, who 
reaoTOd froa Bow Churoh to Hannibal, Missouri, and there aarried 
Ana Blisa Oarrard.

Garrard 
oaao froa Bourl>on County, KentuolQr, and wag a deseendant of 
Ooneral Jaaes Oarrard, "the only Kentuokian Who orer filled 
the of floe of QoTornor two suooesslro toras. ** Mr. Oarrard lirod 
on his fara, known ahovo as the Mcliastor fara, on the suburbs 
of HOnailNil, for ten years after this aarriago, when he died 
in 1893. 

John S. Mid long known of hia seoond wife and hor people 
before he aarried her, and at the tlae of this seoond aarriago 
June d, 18M, his first wife had heea dead about a year and 
her seoond husband had been dead about the saa^tias. John 8's 
son, DaTld L. , oaao froa St. Louis to Iknnibal to attend this 
aarriago. Thay at onoe took a wedding journey to Kontuol^ and 
Mariiaad, and took with thoa liaria A« Garrard , their stepdaughter, 
and Charlotte ?ield, their niece. 

John S. owned at this tiae in Fewtown, Maryland, the eight 
slaTos aboTO, and his seoond wife ownad fiTO; aaking the total 
between thea to be thirteen. The hiring out of these slates 
at about #190 a year eaoh, which aaounted . to about $2,000 a year, 
was substantially their sole inooae. John 8. nerer engaged in 
business after his seoond aarriago. 7roa aboTe inooxae they 
liTod aest ooafortably in Hannibal, and aade ocoasional rieits 
to the Bastem Shores of Maryland and Virginia. 

His daughter, Sarah A. Sturgla. end her husband, died in 
Hannibal, ho in 1899 and she in 1890, leatting two daughtera, 
KLia dad Sally, the latter an infant. Jo^ 8. was their guardian, 
and they lirod with hia. 
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Through th« fr««d<» of thoir slaToa on How Tow's Say of 
IStfS, lay roMon of Prosldont Linooln*s ftuaolpation VroolowttlOB. 
John S. and his wlfo, oftor hftrlng llTod together for ton yoaro, 
happUy and froo fro« f inane ial oaharrassaonts, woro praetiooXly 
aado ponnlloss, and oonsequontly woro mioh dlstrosood. 

Ho was a otauBOh holiowor in 8tato*s Bights and othor 
Jofforsonian dootrinoa, and liad frooly usod his pen and Toioo 
and Bonoy in ad-rooating thesa prinoiplos, although ho W-A dond 
no orert aot against tho Vodoral QoTomnsnt. Suoh aots, howoror. 
had boon dono hy his sons, David L. and John H., and beoausa 
thoroof tho latter was for a tine Inprlsoned in tho jail at 
AoooMao Oourt Hbusa) Virginia. 

Tho Hannihal and St. Joseph Bailroad was being oonotruotod 
at this tlao, and it beooaing OTldont that the puwElo funds 
TO ted to that end woro not being properly ueed, John 8. exposed 
the matter by an artiolo ho v/roto for one of the St. Louis 
papers. This aroused oertain of tho Fodoril officers then in 
power, and notably a Col. Howard, and resulted in an order 
being forthwith aado by Brig. Oeneral Lewis Uarrlir baniohing 
John S. from Missouri and coHpelllng hia to remain under arrest, 
although not in prison, *Sast of Illinois and Vorth of the Ohio 
BlTorf" and to take of foot January 30, 1868, which was thirty 
d^s after tho loss of his si ares and those of his wife. 

Ho oaoe at once to Philadelphia, and there ronained until 
that fall, when hia wife eane on to viait him, and they together 
Tlsited his daughter, Bllsaheth Grace, at 17ewtown, and went from 
there to the hone of his son, Xdward w. , in Baltimore) not 
rvtuming to Hannibal until 1866, after Itftring been away from 
t^ore three years. 

Whilst in Philadelphia his children Tlsited him, and ho was 

often entertained by his friends and rolatlToa. This restrlotion 

of his liberty hsfVtTor was rmty griorous to him, and especially 
80, as he thought/ipftost unju.«t. 

His letters to his wife duri g this period are of the "eld 
school* typo, Itngtby and full of the tonderest snd deepest 
oaprossions of lore for and faith in her and his children, and 
of real love and best wishes for the welfare of his country. 

His staunoh friend. Judge Qilohrist Porter, a Union man, 
secured the discharge of John 8. by ^ppl.'ing to tho then Prorost 
Marshal of Hissouri, who was Judge Porter* s brother-in-law. 
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^i^n tho rotam of J'ohn 8. moA his wlf« to Hannibal in 
iae<. thflfy wre gr«atly Msisttd finanoially by a gift to thoa 
of about n,IOO, aaio bgr Hra. IQa. 8. lloKaotor, of Louisiana, 
who ims Ik sistor*in«Ia« of John 8*s sooond wifo. 

Vith this nonoy and tkt snaU r«n«at of tbBir othor 
yroporty, John 8/ and his wifo, «uoh oncoturtigod by thoir 
frionds s# to *o, *t onoo oponod a boarding houso in HannibaX, 
and wort imooofding '▼ory wd.1, whon his hoalth, which bogan 
to fail shortljr boforo, boowM Tory fooblo, and ao oontlnuod 
untU his do*th »t Hannibal, on Ulay 8, 1867, at ^:30 A.X. , at 
tho ago of sixty yoars* Ho bad always boon somowhat of on 
opiouro, and almost hio only physical ailmonts had boon oooasion^l 
attaoks of aeuto indigostlon. This indigestion finally booaao 
ohronie, and was tho oauso of his death* 

for seao Months prior to his doath ho was awaro of its 
approaoh, and aot it with ooin>loto rosignatlon And rolianoo 
v9on Christ as his Saviour. Throughout his last sioknoso *ho 
had boon kind, loving and affootionato, and boro his afflictions 
with porfoot patlonoo and roAigaation," ^nd whon ho roalisod 
that ho Must soon dio, ho otxMn spoko of his bolloi* in tho 
Christian faith and tho ooaf ort 1% garo hiM, und of his hopo 
of salvation thoroby* 

Vhilst ho was * aoabor of no ohuroh, his two wItos woro 
«oiia>ors of tho Prosbytorian Ohuroh, and ho and his family 
always faithfully attsndod this ohuroh. Ho concludes jsoveral 
Of hlB letters to my mother in thmoso words: "May aodbloss 
you and your dear family ie tho prayer of your affootionato 
father." His ideal proaohor was tho late eminent Rot. Moses o. 
Ifo>^go, of Riclnond, Virginia. 

Ho tetd hoped that ho might die in Uowtown, hia bolored 
old Maryland homo, and there bo burled near his ancestors and 
doar ones. Thinking that this might sometime b«(dono, his 
remains woro placed in an air-tight, me tall io oaskot, and wore 
interred boeide those of his daughter Sarah and her husband 
and other domr friends in the priyato burial grounds in tho 
large and beautiful park, fUled with elms and Indian mounds, 
on the MoMastor homestead near Hannibal. 

His remains and these of others thoro woro subsequently ro- 
moTod to the Oarrard and MoMastor plot in the Cemotory in Tton- 
Blbal, which is located on one of tho highest bluffs of tho 
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MiBsiasippi KkfT* Jrvm this slt« ono g^U « aptt •xtMsirt 
•ad iuBplriag tI^w, wdclng It truly * fitting spot af tar all 
for ttaB ratting plaoa of our dear oxio*a aabaa. 

Your yoars af tor hlo ooooad aarrlago hit oon Barld L. 
tottlod In Hannibal, and aarrlod Maria A. darrard. With 
thoao lior two atop-ohUdron and their largo family, Illaahoth 
X., tho aooond wlfo of John 8., roalded thlrty-four yoaro, 
naaoly, froB the tlmo of John 8* a death on Hay 8, 1867, until 
her own death of old ago on Itoroh 7, 1901, in Chleago, Ullnolei^ 
at the age of olghtyeoTon years. During aest of those thirty 
four years she llred In HSnnlbal and Glasgow, Missouri, and 
of late years at Chicago. She was hurled at Olasrow, Missouri, 
In the plo t helonglng to the st«>ohlldren with whom she )»d 
llred so long. 

One of her dearest friends was her oousln, Xsthsr Jane 
(Logan) Mlller*8elhy, of Aoooaao County, Virginia. They were 
ahout the saae ago and died within one week of each other. 

John S*s second wife had no ohUdron hy her second and 
third husbands, and one only hy her first husband. 

After reaoTlng Vest In 1836, she had Tlslted her friends 
in the Bast four times. Before she was twenty*one years of 
age, she united with the Pitts Creek Profcyterian Church at Beay^ 
or teaa, Wore ester County, Maryland, and was ever thereafter a 
consistent aeaber of the Presbyterian Church. She was a women 
of stately and pleasing appearanee, and with a bright and 
kindly eye, and soft roioe and gentle maoners, and always had 
the ci^aolty of <»*f^Xj winning friends and keepinf; them. Her 
mind remained, un^tjya'^few weeks of her death, aetire and elear. 
She wrote many letter with unusual fluency and clearness » and 
separated as she wafTkuch of her life from so many of her 
relatlTes and friends on her beloTsd Mas tern Shores of Virginia 
•ad Maryland, she always kept in constant touch with them by 
lettor-writing, and was ever much belored by them. Hisr 
life was truly one of "Sweetness and Light,** and such will be 
our memory of her. 

John 8. was a distinguished looking man of rather stalwart 
•taturo and v^on dressed. He had grey eyes, an abundance of 
dark brown hair, a smooth face, and generally wore a high b&aok 
silk hat and black clothes, and seldom oarried a cane. He was 
slightly round shouldered. His expression was kind but firm, 
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•ad Us inolo« ol««r, attraetlT* and flutnt. Ht wa« a natural 
I«ad«r la all puUio aAttart, had a bright Mind and aa haaast 
haart, aad was pra«Mia«atly uasalfiah, •athoalaatlo aad publle- 
•plritad. 

la aooerdaaoa with a oustoa a till praTailinR ia tha South, 
ha ragisterad at hatals aad aarkad hit haggaga aloply a« "Toha 
8. StaTaason, Ibirylaad.* Sua aUagiaao* to ob«*s Stata daaandad 
this. 

HaTlng/no f InanolaX •■barrassaonta until ha lost his blaTos 
by raason of the CiTil Var, bo hod always been too fraa sad 
libaral with his aonay, and indaed narar saenod inolinad or 
abls to sara any of it| and ha was Just as ganarous with his 
tiaa and talants* 

Ho wrota with rapidity and easa, and his penmanship was 
always, and OTon to within a fow days of his death, of a saall 
and nearly perfaot Spenoerian typa, and alnoet like oopperplata 
engraving* 

Beoause no lawyer was then settled in Hewto^m, he wrote 
many legal do -unents for the people in that Tioinity, and for 
so doing it was his custom to make no oharge. About the only 
exoaption was a certain lumber firm for whom he did much work 
of this sort. He read and studied lauoh all his life, and was 
anxious that liis children and others should do the same. He 
of ton read alord to his family. 

One of his means to help oth«rs and himself in this direotioa 
was to ooeasionally prepare and delirer lectures. I hare in ay 
possession ssToral such leoturos written by him and dtairered 
at Vawtoan* Bach one eorers about twenty pages of fools*aap 
and is beautifully penned. They treat chiefly of the education 
and training of children, and the establiehment of manual labor 
schools and agricultural societies, and such kindred topios{ 
and all treated in such a way as to be helpful, and espeoially 
so to such a prlmitiwe community as Newtown then was. 

He was always much ia teres ted and aotire in politics, and 
as an instance of this and of aome of his rlews as to public 
matters and of his style of composition, I hera Insert a copy 
of a letter written by hla to Hon. J^ames U. Dennis, then a 
RepresentatlTS in the Maryland Legislature from Worcester 
County. This letter is simply folded and sealed, aa this was 
before the days of the modem letter envelope i

D«ar Sir:- X hay* htard 1»ut little of the doings of tfao 
Legitlatturo tince your BMOting, ezoopt th« Go^omor's tfesaago, 
which t havo read and appro Yod, tho aost of it. Oovemor Pratt 
has embraoed aany species of property as taxable, but X yet 
think he has failed to reach a great uiount of property in the 
City of BaltlBore, which ought to be ta:;8d. There surely nust 
be Bore than sixty-three ailllons of property in thi City, and 
I an nure It can be reached if the proper means were used to 
aooonplish it. 

I haTS been told that a large aaount of property, held a« 
church property* by the Roman Catholics, in the City is now 
exenpt. It ecnsists of lots of ground and houses and lots. X 
think it ks the duty of the Rapresfntativos from the Counties 
to look well to the equalisation of/xaxes. Thore Is but little 
property in the Counties but what is visible, end coneequently 
but few persons there escape beinr taxed. In case there shetuLd 
be a new assessment in the fltate, would itjbot be better that one 
of the appraisers from each county should meet at Annapolis 
•fi^er the appraisement ard oo^are the several appraisements 
from eaoh county, and equalise the value ^ of the different 
species of property; for in each county a different standard of 
valuation may be adopted; for instance a first rate negro man may 
be valued in Woreester at #300, in Somerset at #400, and in 
Oarroll #200, and so with other property; it may be equal through* 
out each county, but not throughout the State* You will com- 
preherd a». I have not the time to be more explicit, and only 
drop these hints to assist you In case they Itf^ve not occurred 
to you. I think the Governor inniets too otronfly upon inoreas- 
Inf; the Bxaoutive arm. I am opposed to giving the Kxeoutive any 
mot*e power than he can barely get along* with.

In aoo«rdmao« with th^ oustMi of that day^ and stUX popular 
In aany pXaooa in tho South and W^sti ho often at political 
gathoringo sang political eongo and playod on his riolin. Hi 
and my un.lO| tho lato Sanuol Sohoolfiold MoMaatori lod tho 

Vowtown 01 eo Cluh during tho Harrison and Cl&y canpai^n, and a 
notable old lady said of thea thon tliat they wore **a handaoao 
oouple«" He was an ardent H^hint and a mild Doaoorat. 

Ho had| during his rosidonco at Snow Hill and association 
thoro with some of tho leading public spei^Jcers, cultivated a 
loTO and talent for debate and stuop speaking, and made good uso 
of it during aany polit.lcalca42q;)uigno and in the village debating 
societies. He was an i^preesiYO and forcible speaicero His 
aanner was magnetic and persuasive | and he was open and candid 
and retained the rnei^cc'; o ' hlh upionente* 

Al^.hovigh Hftar leavine Snow Hill he gave up for profit his 
trade as Jeweller an(^ watohiutiker, he alva; t kept his tools 
oonnacted with Miaee trades &nd hntl a suitable room fitted up 
in hie hoxae for their uee, ktid frequently ueed them in a practical 
way for himnelf and others of his family^ and of ten, but without 
charge I for certain others* Tliis vtae his principal pastime. 
He engraved miaes and designs upon silver and gold and wood| and 
drew pencil sketchesi and cut eilhouettesi and j a in ted political 
banners and pur .rai-'is. Tvo of r.hese portraits of his first 
wife c^rid hineelf ^re nov ovTied by hiu dauehtor, my mother. He 
was also expert in the use of cabinet-makers* toclp, ard often 
made various Hr':icles of furniture fur his own use, ttoae of which 
are still in exi&tenoe. It aeemed as if he could m^Jce almost 
anything with hift tools, and if necesbary make "ohe tools also* 
His other pastimes were the raieir^ of flowers, fancy apriculturSi 
walking, horaebaok-riding, *^nd inventing various aschi^nical 
contrivances. He oared ^ary little for games or hvmtinc or 
fishing. 

He invented but nBrer patenedi (l) the appliancOi ever 
afterwards usod, for propelling ferry boate aoroes the Pooomoke 
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HiTari (2) a 1»utt#r ohurn; (s) a •auiae;^ ohopptr. now unlrtrsally 
us«d| (4) a mmmnn of ourlng and pras^rriiig oertain food produotai 
(5) rarlous farming utanslls. Like aost aan of this InrentiTO 
talont ho thought thoro was a fortuno to bo aado out of soao of 
the aboTO larontlono If ho could havo Vhmt proporly flnanood. 
Ho seamed anxious to soouro wealth In this way more for the sake 
of his wife and ohUdron than for hlms^f , and one of his last 
expressed hopes was thStTVne of his children night sucoeed in 
eapitalislng these enterprises* 

Whilst he was the leading aerohant of his day in Newtown 
and sold many goods ^ he was bo generous that he did a large 
eredlt huslnessi and thereby lost much money. He was one of the 
earliest adTocates of a railroad extending from the Atlantic to 
the Pacif i0| and of similar great undertakings which hare since 
been successfully accomplished* 

In Ifcirray^s History of li'ewtown it is among other things 
said of him: 

•Mr. Stevenson was rery populaurj indeed he was the leading 
spirit of the place in his day} he see led to seek more the 
public good than his own emolument. 

"He was quite a mechanical genius; could construct almost 
any a ricultur^l implement that T'ould make labor easiws, and in 
this direction he was much sought after. 

"In 1833 he conceived the idea of stretching a rope across 
the river at Stevens' ferry, by which the propulsxon of the ferry 
boat was conducted with f^reater ease. 

• >efore this event the bo^t was propelled by oars, which 
mode of crossing in stormy weather wae attended vlth great 
danger. 

•He had a high sense of moral rectitude; was strictly honest 
in his dealings; was a v/arm friend; and out«»spoken and imcomprQ^ 
mising in his denunciations of those he conceived to bo in the 
wronr • • 

^e wrs ficreatlv int '.restod in securing better school privileg- 
es for the c of Nevrtown, and was more active in this di- 
rection thi^n hift fellow to^/nsmen. Me org&niaed the first 
Agricultural Society in the County, and Introduced many improve- 
ments in this direction I notetbly the use of lime and clover as a 
memns of ImprovinE land, and the planting; of shade and orna- 
mental trees. His planting of trees in the school yard was 
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d«n« la a Manner ivliloh foreslmdowvd th« •■tabliatanmt of Arbor 
Day. 

Although hj naturo qalok, iMpulalTO ant foarl«««, ho wao 
goaorally oolf-pooooaood, and oontrollod hiasolf woll. Hl« 
politon«M, roopootfulnoos, klndnooo, tondomeita and uaaolfioh- 
noM voro pronounood, and his ooaaando, though pleaMuitly glron, 
woro prooptly ohoyod. Ho was fond of ohUdron and did just tho 
things which aado thoa all loro hia. His supply of toys and 
ohoioo oaady for thoa sosaod insachaustiblo. Ho playod many 
praotioai Jokos on cor tain parsons, but noTor in a way to giTO 
offsnoo. Ho was snxious that his ohildron thould haro OTory 
adrantago that ho could giro thoa. Ho and his son-in-law, Dr. 
MoMastor, woro so aliko in thoir public spirit, and in so aaay 
of^er ways, that thoy always ontortainod tho highest regard and 
admiration for each other* 

In order that there aight bo sorio aoaorial of hia in his 
natire pl%ee, and his wish in this respect somewhat fulfilled, 
his first «ife*s naae and his own and the dates of their births 
and deaths hare bean inseribod on tho largo granite stone in 
the center of the MdiRster plot In the Presbyterian Conetery at 
Poooaoke City, and aaong certain Mono rial Pictures in the High 
School of *his plaoe is a large one of a Lion In dignifies* and 
restful repose, upon the fraoo of irtiich is a tablet bearing 
this inseription: *Xn asaory of John Sleaaons stoTonson, 1807* 
1867.* In soToral respects this is a suf^estire and suitable 
aoaorial • 

His talent for sketching, engrsTing and painting has de- 
seended in a aarked degree, as well as his lore for flowers, 
and iadinetioa to write and speak oonooming aatters of 
public interest. 

One of his grandohildren, now deceased, beoaae a aagasine 
writer and an editor of a paper for the discussion of social 
and eooneaical probl«Boi two others aro florists^ two others 
lawyers) others are asrohants. and lusachers, and sereral others 
bate adopted as their profession drawing, designing, sketching, 
eagrsTing and painting. 

Of this last elass his grandchild and naaes*ke, John 8. (8d), 
(son of Xdward V.), inherited John S*s engraring tools, end 
although he died in early aanhood froa too aealous work at his 
profession he held at the tiae of his death a responsible and
